Washington, ilaich 35.—Executive 


and treasury departments have been 
flooded with appeals for President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Corleljou to 
take some action to avert the "threat- 
ened disaster" in the financial and 
railroad world. It can be stated au- 
thoritatively, however, that President 
Roosevelt will not change his*attilude 
toward the lailroads, though it is ad- 
mitted that the administration has no 
intention of entering on an extremely 
radical attack on the railway corpo- 
rations. 
ThO administration is con- 


vinced that Ihe great unrest in finan- 
cial circles has been brought on by 
the arguments advanced by the rail- 
road interests in trying to prevent 
"hostile legislation" in the various 
states, and not by the attitude that 
the federal government lias taken to 
enforce the laws regulating the com 
mou earners. 


While it is known lhat tho visit of 


J. P. Morgan to the White House last 
Monday night to induce the president 
to issue a reassuring statement to the 
country In regard to the administra- 
tion's attitude toward the railroads, 
and the apparent failure ot the finan- 
cier's appeal, has had much to do with 
the panicky conditions that swept 
over'Wall street, President Roosevelt 
has repeatedly said (hat he is not an 
enemy of the railroads and that those 
lhat obey tho laws have nothing to 
fear from the goveinmcnt. While it 
has not been definitely decided, the 
president may issue a statement out- 
lining his attitude after he has con- 
ferred with Presidents McCrea, New- 
man, 
Mellon and Hughitt on th^ rail- 


road situation. The conference with 
the four railioad magnates, which was 
granted by the president at the earn- 
est request of Mr. Morgan, will be 
hold the early part of next week.

New York, Blarch 15.—District At- 


torney Jerome's sanguine prophecy 
that the taking of testimony would 
be concluded by Friday night has been 
abandoned, and those concerned In the 
case again look to April 1 as tho 
earliest moment of closing the long 
drawn out trial. The state has a num- 
ber of alienists who will testify as to 
Thaw's sanity, and Attorney Delmas 
indicated he would cross-examine each 
searchiugly.

Testimony was offered during the 


Cession oC court to the effect that 
Harry Thaw was sane the night of the 
tragedy. 


Answering the hypothetical ques- 


tion in response to which the alienists 
ot the defense declared that Harry K. 
Thaw was suffering from an unsound 
mind and did not know the nature or 
quality of his act when he shot and 
killed 
Stanford White, Dr. Austin 


Flint, the first expert called by Dis- 
trict Attoiney Jerome in rebuttal,,de- 
clared it to be his opinion that Thaw 
positively did know the nature and 
quality of his act and knew that the 
act was wrong. After repeating the 
same question which Mr. Delmas put 
to the experts for the defense, and 
having him declare that Thaw was 
sane on the assumption of the facts 
stated therein, Mr. Jerome had read 
to the witness the prosecution's hypo- 
thetical 
question, which contained 


some 15,000 words and which required 
1 hour and IS minutes in the reading. 
The question covered the entire life of 
Thaw as it had been testified to by 
various witnesses. Dr. Flint again 
said without qualification that Thaw 
knew his act was wrong, and is there- 
fore liable for the murder in the first 
degree under the statutes of the state 
of New York.

Disastrous Stage. 


Villages and Farmlands Laid Waste 


and Business Crippled In theTowns. 
Thousands Homeless and Cold and 
Hungry—Dangerous Cond'tions at 
Pittsburg and Wheeling.

of the Ohio river, booming it from an 
ordmai y spring stage to a point many 
feet above the danger line. So rap 
idlj did the flood stage appear that all

cause of that fact 
The Muskm?um, 


Scioto, Great and Little Miamis from 
the north, and the Kauawha, Big 
Sandj and Licking from the south 
have not only poured their surplus 
into the Ohio, but thev have laid 
•waste the farms and villages along 
their banks. 


That the river here would reach 


and perhaps pass the 65-foot stage 
reached in Januarv, when all records 
except that of February, 1SS4. weie 
exceeded, was the fear expressed by 
Weather Forecaster' Bassler. 
The 


highest flood records at most points 
from Pittsburg down the river ha"\e 
been passed, and an immense volume 
of water uas being added to the flood 
hv the tributaries, so that all indica- 
tions are for a most disastrous high 
stage of the river 


Breaks in the big oil and natural 


gas pipe lines were reported at a num- 
ber of points between the West Vir- 
ginia fields -and the Ohio towns de- 
pending on them. Norwood, a Ciucm 
natt suburb, entirely lost its natural 
gas supply. Marietta reported that 
not onlj was there cold and hunger 
because of lack of gas, but that in the 
breaking of the pipe lines much dam- 
age was done. 
Portsmouth, O, was 


another severe sufferer from lack of 
gas Trade was suspended at Marietta 
and crippled or paralyzed at Parkers- 
burg, Portsmouth, Ironton, Hunling- 
tan, Gallipolis and smaller cities, and 
several reported flood records broken 
Madison. Ind , which suffered severely 
in January, took early means to fight 
the flood. Its location farther down the 
river being an advantage 


At Zairesville, wheic threo persons 


were drowned, the Muskingum river 
neais the high -water maik of 1S98 
At Coshocton, where the Tuscarawas

Cincinnati rail- 
roads had been driven from the cen- 
tral passenger station, a freight em- 
bargo having been declared earlier in 
the daj.

flood in the history of western Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and eastern 
Ohio is being experienced, but the 
headwaters of the rivers are now'sta- 
tionary The 30-mile ice gorge at Par- 
ker, Pa. broke, and is moving toward 
the city. The immense gorge in the 
Clarion river has also started down 
stream. Both gorges, however, are 
old, and the ice Is soft. On this ac- 
count their arrival here is not expect- 
ed tp cause much damage. Conditions 
!n this city are the worst ever record- 
ed

trict is under water, and people are

BRYANJALKS. 


Legislatures Too Near the People to 


Suit the Railroads. 


Boston March 13.—In an interview 


on the railroad situation Hon. William 
J. Bryan aaid: "These big corpo- 
rations prefer to deal with congress 
for the reason that state legislatures 
are too near the people. I have said 
that the sooner the railroads are put 
on an honest basis the sooner the in- 
vesting public will feel more secure 
In doing business with them." 


"Do you still adhere to the position 


you took with reference to govern- 
ment ownership of railroads?" Mr. 
Bryan was asked. 


"I do most emphatically, but I said 


at Madison Square Garden that ulti- 
mate ownership might prove to be 
the remedy. I did not say immediate 
ownership." 


Before the Massachusf tts legislature 


Mr. Bryan spoke at some length" of 
the rate legislation in congress, and 
declared that the tardiness In procur- 
ing the final rate bill with its amend- 
ments wa» a good illustration of the 
influence that corporate wealth exerts 
over legislation in thi» country. 
He 


believed that the tendency today is to- 
ward a more strict control of corpora- 
tions, but he did not think that this 
meant evil for the investors. "It 
means," declared Mr. Bryan, "that the 
natural man whom God made shall 
not always be trampled upon by the 
man-made giant that the legislature 
has created. It was no wonder," he 
said,'"that President Roosevelt had 
cried out against the swollen fortunes 
and against the idea of their descend- 
ing from generation to generation. 
Those against whom the president In- 
veighed arc those who are not giving 
a service that la at all measured by 
tbe money they receive,"

cent heavy decline, reached a stage of 
demoralization bordering on actual 
panic. The worst period of the day 
was shortly before the closing «f the 
stock exchange session. New low rec- 
ords for the year, and in some in- 
stance* for several years, were estab- 
lished in the acUVe speculative issues 
under precipitate selling, with the 
market Apparently -without buying or- 
ders other thai* those of the bears to 
cover their short,contracts and realize 
their profits. .Union Pacific, Reading 
and the coppers show heavy declines. 
Other than higher money and the 
generally bearish feeling, there, was 
nothing to account for the market's 
weakness, unless it was the nervous- 
ness of stock market traders as to 
the attitude of the national adminis- 
tration toward the railroad corpora 
tions. Just before the midday break 
a rumor was circulated and was given 
considerable credence, to the effect 
that a banker who had just returned 
from Washington had reported to his 
friends that the president had de- 
clared that his view as to the rail- 
roads had not changed and that he 
saw no reason to change them at this 
time. 


B. H. Ilarriman, when asked for a 


solution of the present problem, said- 
"We want the Sherman anti-trust law 
repealed so far as it relates to the 
railroads. I believe it was not intend- 
ed that its provisions should embrace 
the railroads. It was so asserted at 
the time the measure was under dis- 
cussion prior to its enactment. What 
the railroads desire is that they be 
allowed to make agreements under 
the regulation and supervision of the 
government. This would allow the 
railroads to do an interstate com- 
merce business. If reasonable rates 
and agreements, approved under the 
proper authorities of the national gov- 
ernment, could be inaugurated, then 
legislation by states, so Cai as it re- 
lated to intci state traffic, might be- 
come null and void " 


Panicky at Boston. 


Boston, March 13.—Panicky condi- 


tions prevailed In the local market for 
copper stocks

Washington, March 15.—The secre- 


tary of the treasury has instructed 
collectors of customs at places where 
It is found to be desirable to deposit 
their customs receipts with national 
bank depositaries already established 
In the same cities as the customs 
houses. The secretary also has issue! 
a circular announcing that he will re- 
deem with ifterest to July 1 any reg- 
istered coupon bonds, 4 per cent, 1907, 
to an amount not exceeding 125,000,- 
000. 
The bonds may be presented at 


once for redemption. The secretary 
also has announced that under the 
circular of Oct. 22, 1906, the f 18,000,- 
000 required to be reduced, may b« 
retained with the security noW on de- 
posit.
